tension 

On 4 mm needles, 29 sts and 30 rows 
to 10 cm (patt), 22 sts and 30 rows to 
10 cm (stocking st). 

It is important to check your tension 
before starting your garment. If there 
are too many stitches to 10 cm, your 
tension is tight and you should change 
to a larger size needle. If there are too 
few, your tension is loose and you 
should change to a smaller size needle.

It is essential to work to the stated tension, 
and we cannot accept responsibility for the 
finished product if any yarn other than the 
specified yarn is used.

coat 

LEFT FRONT 

With 4 mm needles, cast on 54 [67] sts and 
work 9 rows garter st, noting that first row is 
WS. 

Patt, placing garter st border thus: 

Row l-(RS), Kl, P1, *K1, yfwd, sLlK, K1, 
psso, K1, K2tog, yfwd, K1, P2, yon, K2tog, 
P2; rep from * to last 13 sts, K1, yfwd, sLlK, 
K1, psso, Kl, K2tog, yfwd, Kl, P2, K4. 

Row 2-K4, *K2, P7, K2, yrn, P2tog; rep 
from * to last 1 1 sts, K2, P7, K2. 

Row 3 - Kl , PI , * K2, yfwd, sLl K, K2tog, 
psso, yfwd, K2, P2, yon, K2tog, P2; rep 
from * to last 13 sts, K2, yfwd, sLlK, K2tog, 
psso, yfwd, K2, P2, K4. 

Row 4 - As row 2. 

* * These 4 rows form patt. 

Rep these 4 rows 10 [11] times more, then 
rows 1 to 3 again, thus ending with WS 
facing for next row.* * 

Decrease row-P4, *P2tog; rep from * to 
last 4 [9] sts, (P3tog) 0 [3] times, P 4 [0] 

(31 [34] sts). 

Change to 3Va mm needles 
Work 8 rows garter st. 

Change to 4 mm needles and shape 
raglan thus: 

Row 1 - (RS), Cast off 3 sts, K to end. 

Row 2 — K4, P to end . 

Row 3 - K3, sLl K, Kl , psso, K to end . 



Row 4-K4, P to last 3 sts, K3. 

Rep rows 3 and 4, 8 times more, thus ending 
with RS facing for next row ( 1 9 [22] sts) . 

Shape neck 

Next row-K3, sLlK, Kl, psso, K8 [11], turn 
and leave rem 6 sts on a safety-pin. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on next 5 [7] rows, at 
the same time dec 1 st as before at raglan 
edge on every alt row until 5 sts rem, thus 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Next row-K3, sLlK, Kl, psso. 

Next row- PI, K3. 

Next row-K2, sLlK, Kl, psso. 

Next row-K2tog, Kl. 

Next row - K2tog and fasten off. 

RIGHT FRONT 

With 4 mm needles, cast on 54 [67] sts and 
work 9 rows garter st. 

Patt, placing garter st border thus: 

Row l-(RS), K4, *P2, Kl, yfwd, sLlK, Kl, 
psso, Kl, K2tog, yfwd, Kl, P2, yon, K2tog; 
rep from * to last 11 sts, P2, Kl, yfwd, sLlK, 
Kl , psso, Kl , K2tog, yfwd, Kl , PI , Kl . 

Row 2 - *K2, P7, K2, yrn, P2tog; rep from * 
to last 15 sts, K2, P7, K6. 

Row3-K4, *P2, K2, yfwd, sLlK, K2tog, 
psso, yfwd, K2, P2, yon, K2tog; rep from * 
to last 1 1 sts, P2, K2, yfwd, sLlK, K2tog, 
psso, yfwd, K2, PI, Kl . 

Row 4- As row 2. 

Work as Left Front from * * to * *. 

Decrease row-P4 [0], (P3tog) 0 [3] times, 
*P2tog; rep from * to last 4 sts, P4 (31 [34] 
sts). 

Change to 3Va mm needles and work 4 
rows garter st. 

Next row - (Buttonhole row), K2, yfwd, 
K2tog, K to end. 

Work 3 rows garter st. 

Change to 4 mm needles and shape 
raglan thus.- 
Row 1 — (RS), K. 

Row 2 -Cast off 3 sts, P to last 4 sts, K4. 
Row 3-K to last 5 sts, K2tog, K3. 

Row 4 - K3, P to last 4 sts, K4. 

Rep rows 3 and 4, 3 times more. 

Next row - (Buttonhole row), K2, yfwd, 
K2tog, K to last 5 sts, K2tog, K3. 

Next row — K3, P to last 4 sts, K4. 

Rep rows 3 and 4, 4 times more. Break yarn. 

Shape neck 

Next row -Slip first 6 sts onto a safety-pin, 
rejoin yarn to rem sts, K to last 5 sts, K2tog, 
K3. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on next 5 [7] rows, at 
the same time dec 1 st as before at raglan 
edge on every alt row until 5 sts rem, thus 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Next row — K2tog, K3. 

Next row — K3, P 1 . 

Next row-K2tog, K2. 

Next row-Kl, K2tog. 

Next row - K2tog and fasten off. 



BACK 

With 4 mm needles, cast on 102 [128] sts 
and work 9 rows garter st. 

Patt thus: 

Rowl-(RS), Kl, PI, *Kl,yfwd,sLlK, Kl, 
psso, Kl, K2tog, yfwd, Kl, P2, yon, K2tog, 
P2; rep from * to last 9 sts, Kl , yfwd, sLl K, 
Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, yfwd, Kl, PI, Kl. 

Row 2 - *K2, P7, K2, yrn, P2tog; rep from * 
to last 1 1 sts, K2, P7, K2. 

Row3-Kl, PI, *K2, yfwd, sLlK, K2tog, 
psso, yfwd, K2, P2, yon, K2tog, P2; rep 
from * to last 9 sts, K2, yfwd, sLlK, K2tog, 
psso, yfwd, K2, PI, Kl. 

Row 4- As row 2. 

These 4 rows form patt. 

Rep these 4 rows 10 [11] times more, then 
rows 1 to 3 again, thus ending with WS 
facing for next row. 

Decrease row-P5 [1], (P3tog) 0 [3] times, 
*P2tog; rep from * to last 5 [10] sts, (P3tog) 
0[3] times, P5 [1] (56 [62] sts). 

Change to 3Va mm needles and work 8 
rows garter st. 

Change to 4 mm needles and stocking st, 
starting with a K row, shape raglans. Cast 
off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

* * Row 3 - K3, sLl K, Kl , psso, K to last 5 
sts, K2tog, K3. 

Row 4 — K3, P to last 3 sts, K3.* * 

Rep rows 3 and 4, 12 [13] times more, then 
row 3 again. 

Next row - K3, P2togtbl, P to last 5 sts, 
P2tog, K3. 

Leave rem 20 [24] sts on a spare needle. 

SLEEVES 

With 3!4 mm needles, cast on 30 [34] sts 
and work 9 rows garter st. 

Change to 4 mm needles and starting with 
a K row, work in stocking st, shaping sides by 
inc 1 st at each end of 7th and every foil 6th 
row until there are 40 [44] sts. Work 13 
rows. 

Shape raglan 

Castpff 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Work as Back from * * to * *. 

Rep rows 3 and 4, 12 times more (8 [12] sts). 
51 cm size: 

Next row-K3, sLlK, Kl, psso, K2, K2tog, 
K3. 

Next row-K3, P2togtbl, P2tog, K3. 

Both sizes: 

Next row — K2, sLlK, Kl, psso, K2tog, K2. 
Next row-Kl, P2togtbl, P2tog, Kl. 

Leave rem 4 sts on a safety-pin. 

MAKE UP 

Press lightly under a dry cloth using a cool 
iron. 

Note — For extra comfort we recommend this 
garment be made up with a flat seam. 

Join raglan, side and sleeve seams. 
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Neck Border 

With RS facing and 3!4 mm needles, starting 
at top of Right Front, K6 from safety-pin, knit 
up ]2[14] sts up right side of neck, K4 from 
right sleeve, 20 [24] from back, 4 from left 
sleeve, knit up 12 [14] sts down left side of 
neck, then K6from safety-pin (64 [72] sts). 
Next row-K. 

Next row - (Buttonhole row), K2, yfwd, 
K2tog, K to end. 

Work 2 rows garter st. Cast off. 

Sew on buttons.

With VU mm needles, cast on 86 sts and 
work 9 rows garter st.

Row l-(RS), Kl, *P2, yon, K2tog, P2, Kl, 
yfwd, sLlK, Kl, psso, Kl, K2tog, yfwd, Kl; 
rep from * to last 7 sts, P2, yon, K2tog, P2, 

Kl. 

Row 2 -PI, *K2, yrn, P2tog, K2, P7; rep 
from * to last 7 sts, K2, yrn, P2tog, K2, PI . 
Row3-Kl, *P2, yon, K2tog, P2, K2, 
yfwd, sLlK, K2tog, psso, yfwd, K2; rep from 
* to last 7 sts, P2, yon, K2tog, P2, Kl . 

Row 4- As row 2. 

These 4 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work meas 9 cm, ending 
with RS facing for next row. 

Shape crown 

Keeping patt correct, cast off 28 sts at beg of 
next 2 rows (30 sts) . 

Work in garter st until work meas 10 cm from 
cast-off sts, ending with RS facing. Cast off. 

MAKE UP 

Press lightly under a dry cloth using a cool 
iron. 

Note - For extra comfort we recommend this 
garment be made up with a flat seam. 

Join seams down each side of centre back 
panel. With RS facing and 3!4 mm needles, 
knit up 66 sts along lower edge. Work 4 
rows garter st. Cast off. 

Cut 2 lengths of ribbon and sew to each side. 

bootees 

With 3/4 mm needles, cast on 37 sts and 
work 3 rows garter st. 

Change to 4 mm needles and patt as on 

Back of Coat for approx 4 cm, ending with 
row 3 of patt. 

Change to 3V4 mm needles

Next row-K. 

Next row-Kl, *yfwd, K2tog; rep from * to 
end. 

Next row-K dec I st at centre.

Next row-K. 

Next row-Kl, (K2togtbl, K19, K2tog, Kl) 
twice. 

Next row - K . 

Next row-Kl, (K2togtbl, K17, K2tog, Kl) 
twice. 

Cast off rem 4 1 sts. 



MAKE UP 

Press lightly under a dry cloth using a cool 
iron. 



Note - For extra comfort we recommend this 
garment be made up with a flat seam. 

Join seam. Thread ribbon through holes at 
ankle and tie at front.
